Now we have a confusing and| 
probably unworkable hodge podge 
of resucitated controls and de- 
contrels which has yet to be tested 
but which gives no promise of any 
genuine relief to the average cit- 
izen. Nobody knows what is going 
to happen and most people are 
either so discouraged or disgusted 
that they do not greatly care. It 
is one of those things. Time and 
the inevitable process of Supply vs. 
Demand will eventually resolve the 
mess into some sort of order, just 
as it did after World War I. Prob- 
ably it will take longer because 
World War 21 was a bigger one and 
caused much greater maladjust- 
ments. If we can be patient and 
live long enough we shall find that 
in the conflict of Politics against 
Natural Causes, the latter always 
comes out ahead.
